TEAT £XTRA SESSION. 


How the Call Upon th e Governor to Con­ 
vene It w as M anufac ured. 
Four respectable and intelligent young 
men came to tho office of the í 'ohí, yester­ 
day afternoon, w ith a bnndle of printed 
petitions to which were appended some 600 
signatures, all evidently genuine. 
The pe­ 
tition was addressed to Governor Stone- 
man, and requested him to convene the 
Legislature ot the State in extra session at 
an early date to remove “ the recreant ” 
Railroad Commissioners, Messrs. C arpenter 
and H um phreys. 
The petitions ware evi­ 
dently those form ulated and distributed by 
Mr. H arrison, of Richards & Harrison, the 
anti-m onopolist whose beer kegs the rail­ 
road company wonld not carry to Montana 
for special rates, for the foot of several of 
them contained hie name aud address. 
The yonng m ac who acted as spokes­ 
man for the party, named D uncjn, ex­ 
hibited the work done by him and bis as­ 
sociates, and said they had been engaged 
in canvassing the names for from four to 
six days each. 
• How did you get into the business?” 
" On Sunday week there was an adver­ 
tisem ent in the morning papers stating th at 
canvassers could make from $3 to $8 a day 
at easy employm ent by calling upon Mr. 
Gillespie, at 410 
K earny street. 
W e 
called there, agreed to canvass for names 
at one cent a piece, and were furnished 
w ith the printed blanks. 
A fter we had 
secured a respectable cum ber of names by 
tho hardest kind of work, such as going to 
factories and talking w ith the people and 
telling them th at the railroad ought to be 
1 cinched,’ and things like th a t—we found 
it hard work, for somehow men didn’t 
seem to think much of the m atter—but we 
finally got, as you see, between 500 and 600 
names. 
W e reported the names, but .vo 
couldn't get a cent out of Gillespie. 
K e 
had nom oney to give ns, and, of course, 
we got hot over it, but th at did no good.” 
“ W hat did you do then ? ” 
“ W hy, we w ent to Mr. Harrison. 
His 
name was on some of the blanks, and we 
knew from the newspapers he was engi­ 
neering the game about the railroads, 
flo 
first said he had nothing to do with it, b et 
afterw ards stated th a t he gave Gillespie 
$50 to pay for the canvassing ; th a t was 
all he was going to pu t np, and th at we 
m ust look for recompense to Gillespie.” 
“ You are satisfied th a t all yoar names 
are genuine ? ”

A very buoyant flouting item, credited 
to the Chicago Inter Ocean, ia uow making 
the roanda of the prese, in which item it is 
made to appear that Mr. Jewell, the 
original purchaser—in book form—of Mrs. 
Stows’a “ Uncle Tom's Cabin,” has been 
“ interviewed” concerning the early history 
of that work, and in the interview has 
stated that Professor Stowe and his wife, 
Hnrrieb Beecher Stowe, appealed to him 
(Jewell) with the manuscript:, offering it 
for sale ; that Professor Stowe advised his 
wife to sell t for fifty dollars, or “ a new 
black gown,” bnt that Mr. Jewell, in the 
plentitude of his generosity, dissuaded the 
silly couple from parting with the copy­ 
right ; and that subsequently, when tho 
first dividend of ten thousand dollars was 
due aud payable ho give Professor Stowe, 
to hin immeasurable astonishment, a #heck 
for the ten thousand dollars ; that the Pro- 
feaBor was so ignorant of commercial cus­ 
tom and law that he did not knew what to 
do with tho check, but that he (Mr, 
Jewell) kindly went with him and his wife, 
exoVuing to them the check Byatcm, and 
adv¡s.ng them to deposit the proceeds of 
the check in the same bank upon which it 
was drawn. 
Now, if Mr. Jewell is the author of 
these statements he is guilty of willful 
misrepresentation; and if the Chicago 
Inter-Orean invented them and 
placed 
them in Mr. Jewell’s mouth, it has perpe­ 
trated a gross fraud, and has misrepre­ 
sented the history cf the book. The early 
history of the work may he presented 
briefly, asfdlows : Doctor Gamaliel Bai­ 
ley was the publisher of an anti-slavery

in

During tne 
brief period of the pub­ 
lication, or attempted publication, of this 
paper the type and press were thrown into 
the Ohio river on eight separate occasions 
by mobs. 
The anti slavery sentiment of 
the country rallied to tbe support of Dr. 
Bailey, and he was furnished cap:!$! suffi­ 
cient to establish a weekly paper, devoted 
to the anti-slavery cause, in the city of 
Washing! m. 
Tots he did sometime early 
in the year 1S-19, naming his paper the 
National Era. 
It was by far the ablest 
paper devoted to the anti-slavery canse 
every published in this country. 
Through 
Its columns the public was first introduced 
to Alice aud Thebe Carey. 
The very first 
poetic efforts of these gifted women ap­ 
peared in the columns of the Era. 
Sarah 
Jaoe Clark (Grace Greenwood)—now Mrs. 
l. ppincotó—furnished her first article for 
publication to the same paper. 
Emma D. 
E. N. Southworth, now a literary celeb­ 
rity, wrote her first story for Dr. Bailey’s 
paper. 
It was entitled “ Mark Sunder- 
Itnd, or the Story of an Island Estate.” 
M artha Russell, the author of some brill- 
iaot sketches, was, at the time of her first 
literary efforts, a servant girl in the fam­ 
ily of Dr. Bailey. 
Early in 1650 Dr. Bailey wrote to Mrs. 
H arriet Beecher Stowe, then residing in 
Cincinnati, inclosing a check for $200, re­ 
questing that lady te write the best story 
she could for the money and forward its 
chapters in installments to the offiea of the 
A ationaX Era. 
Mrs. Stowe accepted the 
offer, and it was announced in the columns 
of the Era that a short serial story by Mrs. 
Stowe would shortly appear, and the title 
given in this preliminary announcement 
was “ U d o Io Tcm’s Cabin ; or, the Man 
W ho Was a Thing.” 
When the first 
chapter of the etorv, however, appeared in 
1831, the title had been changed to “ Uncle 
Tom’s C abin; or, Life Among the Lowly,” 


The story was a great success with the 
readers of the Era, and finding that it was 
attracting general attention, Dr. Bailey, 
shortly after the first chapters began to 
appear, forwarded to Mrs. Stowe a check 
for an additional $200, requesting her to 
enlarge the plan of the story and extend 
its length. 
It is evident that the original 
plot was designed to culminate in the es­ 
cape of George Harris and E lizito Canada, 
and the sale and exportation of Uncle Tom 
to Healey. 
The continuation of the story 
beyond these events constitutes its sequel, 
and introduces the reader to slave life in 
Louisiana. 
Subsequently Dr. Bailey made 
farther remittances, the exact amount of 
which ia not now known, but certain it is 
before closing its chapter in the National 
Era Mrs. Stowe had reoeived nearly $1,000 
for the writing, and after the publication 
of the third or fourth chapter had herself 
secured the copyright ; at least over the 
head of the third or fourth chapter the 
worde first appeared, “ Entered according 
to an Act of Congress,” etc. 
Many publisher’s had competed for the 
purchase of this copyright, and so far from 
taking the story in manuscript to Mr. 
Jewell, and being persuaded by that wcr 
thy to secure a copyright, the etory itself 
had gained a very wide celebrity, particu 
larly among anti-slavery people, long be 
fore the close of the publication of the 
story in serial form In the National Era, 
and was probably never presented in man­ 
uscript, iorm to any publisher. 
Professor 
Stowe had been an author prior to the 
publication of Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 
Mrs. 
Stowe herself had been a contributor to 
the press, and both had received remit­ 
tances in the form of checks many times. 
So the Inter-Ocean''s attem pt at reviving a 
picea d literary history is an exceedingly 
lame and unfortunate effort. 
Perhaps 
the only files of the National Era ever 
kept ill California were in the possession of 
the late Jadge E. B. Crocker, of Sacra­ 
mento 
These files, could they now be 
found, would furnish the verification of 
the sti tement herein made. 
The instance 
of sending the two checks for two hun­ 
dred dollars each are based upon the ed 
itorial statements of Dr. Bailey himself. 


LESSONS OF THE FAIR. 


New that the State Fair is over, it is 
timely to reflect upon some of its lessons, 
and not one is more prominent than this— 
the pcasibilities of the State Agricultural 
Society have barely been entered upon. 
While the management of the Society has 
been earnest, and the officials diligent, it is 
perfectly evident that the people will re­ 
spond to broader and bolder schemes. 
There is no reason now, for instance, why, 
by early preparation and a personal repre­ 
sentation of the Board in every county in 
the State, there should not be next year 
an entire wing of the Pavilion filled with 
classified county exhibits. 
These alone 
would constitute a remarkable and pro­ 
foundly interesting exposition of the wealth 
and resources of tho State. 
W ith fifty- 
two counties making such exhibits as was 
made by Sonoma county this year we could 
with perfect confidence invite the world to 
criticise our fair. 
But we cannot seoure 
any such exhibition as that simply by so­ 
liciting the counties officially to make up 
exhibits. 
The only way such a work can 
be accomplished will be by sending into 
each county a broadly-inteiligent repre­ 
sentative of the State Board of Agricult­ 
ure, to arrange all the details for the expo­ 
sition and to form local boards of manage­ 
ment to prepare the exhibits. 
This ia not 
only possible, but it is perfectly certain 
that it can be done. 
The State So­ 
ciety cannot 
make a 
better 
finan­ 
cial 
investment to d ay than 
to 
em­ 
ploy two or three thoroughly competent 
and representative men, at good salaries, 
to engage in Eueh a work at a date not 
later than March, since the work will re­ 
quire considerable time, as the territory to 
be traversed is so broad—indeed, the time 
will not be too great, if the work should be 
entered upon at once, 
T hese county ex­ 
hibits gathered for next year could then be 
trautforred at small cost to the New Or­ 
leans World’s Fair, to open in that oity in 
December, 1884, or at least such selections 
could be made from them by the State 
Commission as shoe Id be deemed advisa­ 
ble. 
Such an exkibtion next year will be 
worth more than a thousand acres of ex­ 
hibits of pianos, sewing machines, and the 
like, end will utterly remove the criticism 
that the fair does not represent tho pro­ 
ductive interests of the State. 
Such an 
exhibition will command the attention of 
the entire coast, and draw to the fair the 
strangers from all parts. 
It will make the 
State Fair in its truest sense representa­ 
tive of the resources of California, and 
thoroughly an agricultural and mechanical 
exposition. 
This is but one of the possi­ 
bilities for the State Board of Agriculture. 
There are others quite as important, and 
quite as easy of attainment, but they can 
well be reserved for the present, as they 
are topics demanding somewhat extended 
consideration. 
It may be remarked now, 
however, that Sacramento should find in 
the late exhibition suggestion of special 
possibilities for her in the matter of aid to 
the society by provision in 
the line 
of entertainment for its guests on a 
scale in excess of anything heretofore 
attempted. 
As a mere matter of business 
enterprise, we can take a lesson from San 
Francisco in her successful effort to enter­ 
tain the Kuights Templars in August,

Should 
the Greeley command suffer for lack of sup­ 
plies, and reach tho points where they 
should have been cached by Lieutenant 
Garlingtoc, the U tter will stand condemned 
before the world as an incompetent, and 
indirectly chargeable with all the results.
